Augusto Robles sealed his doom 
the moment he took guns from de- 
tectives and vcwed: "You'll never 
take rnc alive," police said to/lay. 


The pint-sized trigger-man, a pis- 


tol blacir.g in each hand, stood 
off more than 200 police yesterday 
in a gun battle called the biggest 
in New York's history of crime. .

were determined "to get this Ho- 
bJes one way or another," after 
the desperado disarmed three de- 
tectives Friday and escaped. 


As 
thousands 
of spectators 


watched from the street and sur- 
rounding rooftops, Robles held of 
reinforced police squads from 
bullet-pocket, tear gas filled fla 
in a dingy Harlem tenement un 
til he fell mortally wounded from 
officers' bullets. 


The outlaw touched off the fina 


siege when he wounded two detec 
tives closing in on him and shout 
ed: "I'll take as many rs I 
with me. You'll never take 
me 


alive, and I'll take a few of yoi 
with me." 


The police withdrew with two 


wounded men and called for 'rein- 
forcements. Squads of police rush- 
ed to the scene from all over the 
city armed with tear gas, machine 
guns and emergency equipment. 
Fire department equip.ment was 
also rushed to the sccn2. 


The gun battle started at 3:30 


p. m. EST and ended some t'vo 
hours later when Robles fpll mo-- 
tally wounded with a bullet in the 
chest. 


Detectives who entered the flat 


found the 41-year-old desperado ly- 
ing on his back in a pool of blood 
fnd water. He was clad in an un- 
dershirt and trousers.

The crowd, many of whom had 


cheered for the gunman during 
the battle, became silent.

"shoot-to-kill" orders had begun a 
grim hunt for Robles last Tues- 
day for questioning in thc "ride'' 
slaying of Joseph Aronowitz. Aro- 
nowitz was to be a key witness in 
a Baltimore robbery case. He was 
found shot to death in front of a 
Brooklyn casket factor.

The police withdrew with two 


wounded men and called for 'rein- 
forcements. Squads of police rush- 
ed to the scene from all over the 
city armed with tear gas, machine 
guns and emergency equipment.

The gun battle started at 3:30 


p. m. EST and ended some t'vo 
hours later when Robles fpll mo-- 
tally wounded with a bullet in the 
chest.

The police withdrew with two

The gun battle started at 3:30 


p. m. EST and ended some t'vo 
hours later when Robles fpll mo-- 
tally wounded with a bullet in the 
chest.
